So the mob lynches the king, and the Christian ethic is to lynch the mob 
as prince. This story is a summary of divine violence in Sunni theology 
meant to elaborate how Iran frees itself from counter-praxis and is a Shia 
theory of resurrection and intifada in permanence for liberal life. 


Now from this standpoint - the only problem is traffic - by which I mean 
in philosophy the most irrelevant aspect of life - imagine a car passing by 
you which is meant to attack you or a taxi or a auto which lynches its 
prince, this then is called divine violence and is not possible unless the 
taxi, or auto is oriented against a vertical leader - the rest of the people 
though accompanying the leader have no logic on them - just a bunch of 


people in liberal crowds or in a impersonal capitalist exchange grafted 
onto the transaction which is finally the meter of a simple ethic which is 
called legal customs which is overdetermined in alienation and series, 
the vertical leader though is a mass leader, even a mass leader of 
determinations such as Arrack-piked stone pelting going on in 
determinations after determinations of anti-imperialism. The vertical 
group action is then its spearhead, and is fought when there is a vertical 
actor, the rest seem horizontal and meet horizontal actors. 


Ethical lines in India are then in a determination after determination - 
three main conflicts - a Dalit mediated ethical working class, and a 
poorest tribal axis and a Bihar mahasabha, which then is the poorest 
levinasianism which then is pouring out of different hills and villages and 
joining the same assembly of mass horizontalism with determinations like 
women’s march in North Kerala to Maharashtra joined by Andhra tribals 
all of whom are wearing Communist badges and flags and form the anti- 
imperialism of a march against finally American imperialism but also 
aligned to its liberalism and black people.
